WAGES. 


The various local unions of Painters 


of San Francisco, San Mateb and Ala- 
meda counties, will within the next 
few weeks vote on the proposition to 
raise wages flfty cents: p. day. Such 
was the decision of the District Coun- 
cil at its last meeting In San Francis- 
co. The new schedule will riot take 
| effect until March. Meanwhile the em- 
ployers can so arrange their business 
that no loss wtli accrue to them ~by the i 
higher price they will have to pay for 
labor.

The matter will be decided by a ref- 


erendum vote. Most all the craftsmen 
In this district are In favor ol the in- 
crease so there is scarcely any doubt 
but that the measure will carry. 
There are five local unions and two 


outside organizations represented In 
the council. 
The local organizations 


are the Painters' Union, No. 19; Paint 
Burner's Union, No. 1; Varnishers' Un- 
ioti, No. 134; Sign and Pic.torlal Paint- 
ers' Union, No. 510. and Paper Hang- 
•ers and Fresco Painters' Union, No. 
j 609. The outside boJrea are the Oak- 
land Painters' Union and the San Ma- 
teo Painters' Union. 
The existing wage of the painters Is 


$3.50 a day. Under the new scale they 
will receive |4 a day of eight hours. 
The paint burners and varnishers and 
polishers are now receiving $3.50 pel- 
day and their wage will also be ad- 
vanced to >4 ' a day. 
Paper hangers 
and fresco painters are now getting 
$4 a day, and under the new conditions 
will be paid J4.50.

work. Letterers now receive $5 a day 
and pictorial work is paid at the rate 
of J5.BO per day.

A. Jonas says consolidation fun be 


accomplished within twu years Mid the 
other "members of the dirertorat > agree 
with him. 
Mr.. Jonas brought the mn'ter of 
consolidation before the Exchange and 
It was at hie suggestion that th? com- 
mittee of five was appointed by Presi- 
dent Theodore Gier. 
In urging the matter before '.he di- 


rectors, Mr. Jonas said: 
"Oakland Ifl in a healtny condition 
today. It is on a firm basis. 
"We need a new city hall. We need 
new streets. 
But it is of no use to 
start in making Improvements, ruch as 
building a city hall, when within four 
or five years we will need another city 
hall, in whl?h to transact the business 
of a consolidated city. 


"The 
Merchants' 
Exchange 
never 
says die. I nm satisfied t;iat t'ie Ex- 
change will bring the consolirta tlon of 
Oakland. Berkeley and Alamedi to a 
successful Issue." 


He 'then read figures which .showed 
that Oakland ir. paying a tax rate of 
12.56, while San Francisco pays only 
J1.61. 


Mr. Jonas further showed that in 
1891 the tlifference between trie tax 
rates'in Son Francisco nnd Oakland 
was only 47 cents. Today the differ- 
ence, 93 cents, thus showing how Oak- 
land needs reform in taxation.
